Claims 1 ,2,6-27,31 -49,87,88,95,96,1 04 and 1 05 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Neither the 
prior art disclose or render obvious the combination of features as claimed. In particular, 
the prior art of record fails to disclose an end effector assembly that contains a jaw 
assembly having a cutting portion and storage portion each received within a single 
groove in a holder.
